M i t c h e l l , Ind., Sept 2 6 .—The 
bond 
swindles of R. B. Pollard and his gang in 
volve nearly $1,000,000. 
This amount in 
Indiana township bonds is known to be on 
the market, and how much more may be 
involved is only a matter of guesswork, and 
the full extent of the swindle will probably 
never be known. Eleven township trustees are 
volved, and their issues of bonds will aver 
age over $59,009 each. 
A local lawyerjwho 
is fam iliar with the circumstances says: 
’‘Pollard is no doubt the keenest rascal that 
ever operated in Indiana. 
He was born 
somewhere in Vermont, and became notor­ 
ious as a sharper through bis dealings as 
lightning-rod agent. 
He was constantly 
involved in law-suits, and was engaged in so 
many difficulties that he led a precarious 
existence. 
About four or five years ago he 
came here. 
“Pollard’s first idea on the bond swindle 
was evolved from a supreme court decision 
cited on page 515, volume 61, Indiana re­ 
ports, in which Judge W . A. Woods, of the 
Indiana supreme court, 
holds: 
’That a 
township trustee has 
authority to buy 
sehool furniture for tbe school township, 
and to give the promissory note of the cor­ 
poration therefor; and payment can not be 
resisted on the ground that the goods were 
not needed and the price too high, unless 
fraud is shown, nor then without an offer 
duly made to return the goods.’ 
“Another case bearing on tbe validity of 
township bonds Pollard cited was that of 
Henry Miller, administrates, vs. 
White 
River School township, Gibson county, not 
yet published 
except 
in 
The Indiana 
Law 
Magazine, Vol 5, No. 
1, 
page 
27, 
in 
which 
Judge 
Hawks 
holds 
’that 
the 
two sections of 
the 
stat­ 
utes 
6,006 and 6,007 have no 
applica­ 
tion to tbe ordinary debts incurred by 
trustees for furniture, apparatus, and other 
supplies for schools.’ Pollard carried this 
taw with him, and his dupes believed every 
wtrd he preached, and he had no trouble In 
convincing 
bankers, brokers, capitalists, 
farmers, and statesmen that his bonds were 
as good as gold. 
“It remains for the supreme court to diseo- 
tangle the situation. 
In part responsible for 


the origin of the swindle by its decision 
giving the trustees the pretext for running 
their townships into debt, that supreme 
legal body must now deliberate on the mo­ 
mentous question, as to who shall pay tbe 
bill in these gigantic and stupendous frauds. 
Governor Gray is decidedly in favor of 
bringing Pollard from Canada if poHtible. 
He said that if Mr. Pollard had committed 
any forgeries affidavits should at once be 
made to that effect, with a view to his 
prompt indictment, so that he may be 
brought back to this country, as forgery is 
one of the few crimes that>re covered by 
our extradition treaty with Great Britain. 
Pollard, he said, bad tried to debauch tbis 
entire state, and every lawful means by 
which ho cap be brought to justice should 
be employed. *

ness the Chinese paterfamilias stands 
head and sho u lders o v o r the American. 
While in the sto re and o ffice the hu s­ 
band ru les su preme, in tho ho u se the 
wife is lady paramo u nt. 
Fro m baby ­ 
ho o d she has bo o n trained in ho u seho ld 
du tkB. 
The g o v ernment o f serv ants, 
tho rearing o f children, and the man­ 
ag ement o f tho ho me are to her ho u se­ 
ho ld wo rds. Fro m tho wedding day she 
is, to co mbine the slang o f the Orient 
and Occident, bo th bo ss and jo ss o f 
t ho 
family . 
It may , therefo re, please the 
leaders o f wo man's rig hts o rg an zatio ns 
to kno w that in o u r land wo man reig ns 
su preme

W hile wo men are edu cated, and well 
edu cated, 
they canno t g ain literary 
ho no rs like men. 
Their cu ltu re is 
w hat is requ ired by and fo r the family . 
Jn co o king , marketing , medicine, mu sic, 
art deco ratio ns and belles lettrcs they 
are u niv ersally well info rmed. 
in 
science, bu siness, po lities, and state­ 
craft they aro ig no rant to tho las*, de­ 
g ree.

Ho w He D em o nstra ted the Superiority! of 
A m eriea n H o rsem a nsh ip . 
James Robin son was probably the 
kin g of the trade. 
Joseph Wheelock. 
the actor, wdio was the boon compan ion 
of the rider, on ce told me the in ciden ts 
in the career of his frien d du rin g a 
v isit he paid to En glan d abou t fifteen 
y ears ago. Robin son had been en gaged 
at a salary of $2,000 a week to ride in 
Astley ’s roy al amphitheater,in Lon don . 
For weeks before he arriv ed he was 
heralded 
as 
the greatest bareback 
equ estrian of the age. 
To amu se him­ 
self he took ov er with him a team of 
American trottin g horses an d a light 
bu ggy , bu t n eglected to brin g su ch 
horses as he wou ld n eed to ride. 
This 
ov ersight rather aston ished the E n ­ 
glish man agers, who thou ght tbeir con ­ 
tract, of cou rse, in clu ded the fu rn ishin g 
of horses. 
Robin son made light of the 
matter, an d said he cou ld break the an ­ 
imals to hu likin g in tho fortn ight in ­ 
terv en in g between his arriv al an d the 
dale of his debu t. 
There was n othin g 
left for the man agers to do bu t to 
swallow their disappoin tmen t an d pro­ 
v ide him with horses. 
These he re­ 
hearsed day after day at the circu s,with 
skill an d assidu ity , bu t to fin d at last 
that they were beasts far in ferior in in ­ 
telligen ce to the Ken tu cky thorou gh­ 
breds with which he was accu stomed to 
deal. 
The n ight of the first appear­ 
an ce of the American champion ar­ 
riv ed. 
The great bu ildin g, bearin g the 
historical n ame of Astley , was packed 
to su ffocation to see tho performan ce 
of the reckless rider from ov er tho sea. 
Robin son had, howev er, in the short 
time allowed, been u tterly u n able to 
train the En glish horses to his acts, an d 
as a con sequ en ce was at a sad disad­ 
v an tage in what he attempted. 
I he 
best featu res of his acts, in clu din g the 
v au ltin g, he failed in . 
The au dien ce 
hu rried his ex it from the rin g, with 
hisses. 
A more dismal fiasco cou ld n ot 
hav e awaited an artist. 
The En glish­ 
men , n atu rally , took keen delight in the 
failu re of the American , who, it was 
an n ou n ced, wou ld eclipse the best ex ­ 
ploits in horseman ship as illu strated 
by En glish an d Fren ch riders. 
The 
disgrace hu miliated Robin son to the 
dn s . 
That v ery n ight lie wen t to the 
man ager of the circu s, to release him 
from his con tract. “All I ask,’’ he said, 
“is that I mav be retain ed in the estab­ 
lishmen t 011 the salary of the tu mblers 
with whom 1 will appear at each per­ 
forman ce, u n an n ou n ced. 
Then 
1 wan t 
the priv ilege of practicin g in the morn ­ 
in g. * 
Tho man ager, glad en ou gh to be 
reliev ed of the heav y cost of the bargain , 
accepted the con dition s. Tho n ex t day , 
Robin son had disposed of his trottin g 
horses an d v ehicle, as well as othe r 
traps an d jewelry , u n til he had en ou gh 
to pu rchase six horses, of ihe best blood 
attain able, n on e of which 
had ev er 
been ridden in a rin g. 
The selection 
of the an imals occu pied somo time. 
When , at last, the trou pe was com­ 
pleted, ho began breakin g them to his 
bu sin ess, a task which requ ired great 
patien ce, an d an absolu te in sight in to 
the 
n atu re of 
the least. 
Weeks 
passed. 
James Robin son , who had, in 
the mean time, been the bu tt of ridicu le, 
was forgotten . 
Nightly I10 was tu rn in g 
flip-flops in sawdu st with a pack of 
mou n teban ks, some of whom did n ot 
kn ow that amon g, their n u mber -was 
the best rider in the world 
Abou t the 
time that the men ials abou t the circu s 
establishmen t began to whisper that 
they gu essed that “blarsted Yan kee” 
cou ld ride a little bit, after all, Rob­ 
in son called 011 tho man ager. “I wish,” 
he said, “that y ou wou ld bill me to re­ 
appear, n ex t Mon day n ight. 1 wou ld 
like to try to redeem my repu tation . 
It I don ’t su cceed, I ’ll pack u p, an d go 
home.” 
W ith more than a misgiv in g, 
the posters wore pasted u p ov er Lon ­ 
don 's dead walls. 
Again there was an 
u n u su al thron g, to hav e their sn eer at 
the presu mptu ou s fellow’ who ev ery ­ 
body thou ght had lon g before gon e 
back. Bu t the dashin g American made 
them lau gh on the other side of their 
mou ths. 
The display of equ estrian ism 
which he gav e threw tho liou se in to an 
ecstacy of delight. The way he v au lted 
on ami oli the backs ol the dy in g steeds 
electrified the frigid 
hearts before 
him. 
Recall after recall made him fa­ 
mou s in Lou don town . 
The n ewspa­ 
pers ran g with his praise, an d spoke of 
his prev iou s failu re as n remarkable 
remin iscen ce. 
The Astley people were 
glad en ou gh to ren ew the origin al con ­ 
tract to retain the American rider, who 
retu rn ed home, two y ear* later, with a I 
Eu ropean repu tation , an d fifty thou s- ! 
an d dollars to boot.—Syra'ttsc Stand* j 
ard.

They Said No t Guilty . 


Arthur Nettle and (Josep h Mosse were 
brought from the jail to the Court House, 
this morning, to anawer before the Judge 
to the indictments for murder. They are 
both lads as innocent in ap p earance as 
you will find in the town. Indeed Mosse 
has an 
intelligent 
face. 
Nettleton’s 
clothes were loose, fitting him illy, and 
his ap p earance and general demeanor in­ 
dicated carelessness; you would p ick him 
out as a boy who would be liable to do 
the careless shooting that resulted so 
fatally. 
Confinement 
ap p ears not to 
agree with him and he has not that rug­ 
ged farmer s boy ap p earance that he had 
when arrested. 
When ask ed the usual 
question on arraignment of p risoners he 
answered firmly: “Not guilty.” 
He did 
not ap p ear to be in the least disturbed or 
excited. 
Josep h Mosse was not so calm though he 
sup p ressed any v ery mark ed demonstra­ 
tions of nerv ousness, as he usually does. 
We might say that he, too, ap p eared p er­ 
fectly calm, at first ap p earance in the 
court room. 
Howev er, he soon indicated 
that he was mak ing a great effort to sup ­ 
p ress nerv ousness. This could be seen 
by the close observ er in the continued 
contraction of the muscles of the throat 
in swollowing. When he answered to the 
question ‘ guilty or not guilty” he rep lied, 
“not guilty,” in an unnatural v oice which 
ev idently indicated that he is not k eep ing 
up his nerv e to the firmness indicated 
when first imp risoned. 
3Iosse’s Attor­ 
ney, S. H. Bethea, before the arraign­ 
ment made a motion to quash the indict­ 
ment.
